years, not months. Why not at least set a deadline of say 
December 31, 1973 ? 

4. Some Senators contend that you twisted too many arms, 

put on too much outside pressure, on the Senate in your effort to defeat 
the Mansfield Amendment. Do you think that this alleged "overkill" 
might not have been counter-productive ? 

5. What do you think would be the effect of British entry 
into the EEC on the American economic situation ? 

6. Does the President have in mind any trips this summer to 
Europe, or anywhere abroad; l® the President, either tentatively or 
actually, planning any summit meeting with the Soviet®,, There 
have been reports that this is so. 
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7. What reason does the President believe motivated the Soviets 

to move toward agreement on a SALT breakthrough ? 

8. How do you think the interim SALT agreement will affect 
the fate of the ABM in the Senate -- since it now appears that any 
money spent constructing an ABM will be only wasted? 


9. You indicated that you expected an agreement at SALT 
perhaps this year; what do you think the effect will be on America 
opinion, and hopes, if now that agreement is not achieved ? In 
short, do you think that perhaps your optimism has created a

10* When do you anticipate that promised talks with the 
Soviets on reduction of forces in Europe will get underway ? 

11. Of late in the Senate there has been a general move to 
restrict Presidential powers in foreign policy, or looked at 
differently, to give the Congress a greater role in the making of 
American foreign policy. Can you give us your assessment of what 
you think Congress' role should be ? 

12. There have been reports that the United States is adopting 
new hardline positions on trade and international economic policy. 

Can you comment on this ? 

13. There have been reports that Japan has been alerted that 
the United States will support China's entry into the UN — both 
seats in the Assembly and on the Council -- and that the United States 
will make "an important question" the matter of whether or not 
Nationalist China is to be expelled. Can you tell us if this report 

is in any way accurate, first, and secondly, if you have moved any 
closer to a decision on this question. 

14. There are reports you have been disappointed with the 
disjointed operations of the various intelligence agencies, and that 
you are looking to a consolidation of them of some nature. Can you 
tell us if you are so concerned, and if anything of that nature is 

in the works ? 

15. Considering the fact that enemy forces have now seised the 
Bolovans Plateau and are thus in a more strengthened position in 
Laos than ever before -- how can you say yet that the Laotian 
incursion was a success ? 
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16® On® Congressman (Riegle) says that you told him in 
1968, that if elected, you would end the war in six months. Can 
you tell us if that is true ? 

17, Can you give us your assessment of the chances of 
peace in the Middle East, in the wake of the Rogers visit, and 
President Sadat's drastic changes of government in Cairo? 

18. What is the level of drug use by American troops in 
Europe — there has been a report of black-white problems, of 
drug problems that seriously affect the capability of the Seventh 
Army, 


19s Is this Administration doing anything to alleviate the 
plight of the 3. 4 million refugees from East Pakistan, who have fled 
to India ? 


20 . Can you discuss the balance of payments question with 
respect to these related issues; (a) How do you plan to deal with it, 

(b) What are the reasons for the continuing drastic imbalance, 

(c) What will be the impact of the United States and American 
foreign policy, if these gigantic imbalances continue and (d) do 

you think the time has cosne for reform of the Bretton Woods agreement? 

21. Can you tell us if the CIA has been secretly funding Radio 
Free Europe and Radio Liberty in the past ?
